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1. SUMMARY. SINCE EARLY SEPTEMBER PNLA'S STATURE AND PORTUNES 
IN ANGOLA HAVE MARKEDLY IMPROVED CLIMAXING WITH THE FORMAL 
"CESSATION OP HOSTILITIES" OCT. 15. EVEN BEPORE THE CEASE EIRE 

PNLA WAS PERMITTED BY THE ARMY TO ENTER SOME TOWNS TO PROSELYTIZE. 
PNLA SEEMS INTENT ON DESTROYING THE WHITE ECONOMY IN THE NORTH 
BY FORCING BLACK CONTRACT LABORERS FROM SOUTHERN ANGOLA WHO ARE 
WORKING IN THE NORTH TO PLEE THEIR JOBS. WHITES IN LUANDA PROPESS 
A SOMEWHAT MORE SYMPATHETIC ATTITUDE TOWARD PNLA AS THE RESULT 
OP A SERIES OP MAGAZINE ARTICLES PAVORABLE TO FNLA, BUT SOUTHERN 
WHITES REMAIN PEARPUL. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN THE PAST SIX WEEKS THE KINSHASA-BASED PNLA HAS MADE IM- 
PRESSIVE POLITICAL AND MILITARY GAINS WITHIN ANGOLA. ALWAYS 

THE STRONGEST MILITARY PORCE AMONG THE LIBERATION GROUPS AND THE 
ONE LOCATED CLOSEST TO LUANDA, FNLA HAS LONG BEEN STIGMATIZED 
BY THE MEMORY OP THE BLODDY MASSACRES IT PERPETUATED AGAINST 
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WHITES, SOUTHERN BLACKS AND PARTICULARLY BAILUNDOS DURING ITS 
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UNSUCCESSFUL UPRISING OF MARCH, 1961. ITS ONLY INTERNAL SUPPORT 
CAME FROM THE BAKONGO TRIBE OF NORTHERN ANGOLA. LIBERAL WHITES 
WHO FAVORED INDEPENDENCE ALWAYS PREFERRED THE MORE LEFTIST, 
INTELLECTUAL MPLA OF AGOSTINHO NETO TO HOLDEN ROBERTO. THIS 
STATE OF AFFAIRS PREVAILED EVEN AFTER THE APRIL COUP IN LISBON, 

WHEN FNLA STUCK TO A HARD LINE ON NEGOTIATIONS WITH PORTUGAL. 

ONLY AFTER IT BECAME APPARENT THAT MPLA WAS HOPELESSLY SPLIT 
DID LOCAL THINKING TURN TOWARD FNLA. DISCREET APPROACHES FROM 
LISBON TO KINSHASA WERE APPARENTLY WELL RECEIVED AND SOME ANGOLAN 
JOURNALISTS WERE PERMITTED TO TRAVEL TO KINSHASA IN LATE AUGUST. 

THE COMBINATION OF SPINOLA'S MEETING WITH PRESIDENT MOBUTU AND 
THE PUBLICATION RECENTLY OF THE SYMPATHETIC ARTICLES ON FNLA 
PROVED TO BE A FORTUITOUS CONVERGENCE OF DEVELOPMENTS FOR FNLA. 

3. IN THE WEEKS BEFORE THE OFFICIAL CEASE FIRE FNLA CADRES HAD 
BEEN ALLOWED INTO SEVERAL TOWNS IN THE NORTH TO TALK WITH WHITES 
AND BLACKS. THEY HAD ALSO BEEN ALLOWED TO SPEAK WITH THE BAILUNDO 
CONTRACT LABORERS WHO MAKE UP NEARLY THE ENTIRE LABOR FORCE ON 
THE COFFEE AND SISAL FARMS IN THE NORTH. THROUGH A COMBINATION OF 
THREATS AND PERSUASION THE BAILUNDOS HAVE DECIDED TO RETURN TO 
THE SOUTH NOW, AND ARE DOING SO BY THE THROUSANDS. THE CIVILIAN 
GOVERNMENT IS ATTEMPTING TO PROVIDE TRUCK TRANSPORT AND ENCOURAGING 
WHITE GROWERS NOT TO INVOKE A CONTRACT CLAUSE WHICH REQUIRES 
CONTRACT LABORERS TO PAY A PENALTY OF FIVE DAYS WAGES FOR EACH 
MONTH OF THE CONTRACT THEY FAIL TO FULLFIL. AN FNLA COMMANDER 

IN THE SONGO AREA TOLD A LUANDA NEWSMAN THAT EXPULSION OF THE 
BAILUNDO LABORERS IS NECESSARY TO BRING A HALT TO THE COLONIAL 
ECONOMY IN THE NORTH AND HASTEN AN END TO PORTUGUESE DOMINATION. 

HE SAID WHITES COULD KEEP SOME OF THEIR LANDS AFTER INDEPENDENCE 
BUT WOULD HAVE TO WORK IT THEMSELVES. 

4. DESPITE PLEAS BY WHITE FARMERS AND MERCHANTS IN THE NORTH THE 
PORTUGUESE ARMY DID NOTHING TO STOP THE FNLA. A RELIABLE LUANDA 
SOURCE IN THE HIGH COMMAND TOLD A CONGEN OFFICER THAT AS LONG AS 
FNLA REMAINS PEACEFUL AND HONORS THE CEASE FIRE IT CAN MOVE ABOUT 
FREELY. 

5. FNLA HADN'T COMPLETELY SHAKEN OFF ITS OLD HABITS HOWEVER. IN 
EARLY OCTOBER ITS TROOPS AMBUSHED AND KILLED 1 1 BAILUNDO 
COFFEEWORKERS, AND ONE WHITE SUPERVISOR, NEAR QUITEXE, PROBABLY 
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AS AN EXAMPLE TO THE BAILUNDOS THAT THEY MUST CEASE WORKING AND 
LEAVE. 

6. THE REACTION AMONG LUANDA'S WHITE POPULATION TO THE MIND- 
OPENING SERIES OF NEWS STORIES ON FNLA HAS BEEN GENERALLY FAVOR- 
ABLE. (ALTHOUGH MANY WHITES IN THE SOUTH ARE STILL CONVINCED THAT 
FNLA IS A GANG OF CUTTHROATS.) FNLA IS NO LONGER SEEN HERE AS 

A RAG-TAG HANDFUL OF MURDERERS BUT AS A SEIOUS POLITICAL OR- 
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GANIZATION THAT ESPOUSES A MODERATE PLATEORM AND SHOWS SIGNS 
OE BEING AMENABLE TO COMPROMISE. THAT FNLA ACCEPTS THE REALITY 
OE WHITE PRESENCE IN ANGOLA IS DEMONSTRATED BY THE VISIT OE 
ANGOLA'S UBIQUITOUS FERNANDO EALCAO TO KINSHASA IN EARLY OCTOBER. 

ALTHOUGH EALCAO PUBLICLY DENIES MEETING MOBUTU AND ROBERTO AND 
INSISTS THE TRIP WAS ALL BUSINESS, WE HAVE BEEN RELIABLY 
INEORMED THAT HE DID SEE MOBUTU BUT THAT FOR PUBLIC RELATIONS 
REASONS MOBUTU DOES NOT WANT IT KNOWN.
